General Burleson today made public 
the report of a. special investigation, 
into fiscal affairs of the postal ser- 
vice charging 
that during 
former 


Postmaster General Hitchcock's ad- 
ministration the service did not be- 
come self-supporting as often was 
asserted, but in 1911 there actually 
was a 
deficiency 
of more than 


$750,000. 


The report charges that "an, ap- 
parent surplus was attained by un- 
justifiable methods of 'bookkeeping" 
and that the efficiency and morale 
of the postal service was sacrificed 
to "ruthlessly 
enforced 
policy of 


false economy" 
that a showing of 


self maintainance might be made. 
The report attributes to that alleged 
condition, complaints 
against 
the 


service. 
' 


Mr. Hitchcock during his admin- 


istration in reports, claimed that in. • 
•the year 1909 a deficiency of ap- 
proximately $17,500,000 had entire- 
ly 'been eliminated and that in. the 
fiscal year 1911 a surplus of more 
than $200,000 was attained. The re-

rather bold in his remarks about free 
wool and free sugar in the tariff bill. 
He has made it quite plain that he 
does not like the bill and that he may 
not accept it if wool and sugar remain 
unchanged. 
Walsh has six years in 


the senate, but whether that makes 
any difference in his position no one 
can say. 


In all probability the man from a 


wool and sugar state would be in more 
danger next year than iu five years 
for any vote he might cast ou the tariff 
bill. 


Bacon Makes Inquires. 
I 


The apparent desire of Republican 


senators to have currency legislation 
postponed caused Senator Bacon of 
Georgia to make inquiries. 


"For years," he said, "the Repub- 


licans have been urging currency and 
financial legislation. And now as there 
seems to be an opportunity to legis- 
late they seem to hang buck and de- 
sire postponement. 
1 wnuld like to 


know why there has been this change 
of front." 


Of course Bacon knew. The Repub- 


licans wanted financial legislation, but 
they wanted their kind of laws, not 
the kind which the Democrats are 
likely to pass.

land. 
There he established a new 


home. 
But his stay was brief. 
His 


loodthirsty yearnings would not con- 
form to any law, and in 984 he fled 
once more for his life, after a second 
murder. 


Homeless, an outlaw, a price on his 


head, Eric the Red sought for head- 
quarters far enough from civilization 
to make a safe abiding place for him. 
He and his men scoured the northern 
seas in their serpent-prowed galleys, 
until at last, after doubling Cape Fare- 
well, they came upon a vast tract of 
ground covered with high green grass, 
on which thousan'ds of reindeer were 
feeding. Here Eric landed and found- 
ed a city. 
He named the 
country 


"Greenland." 
Rumors of its 
where- 


abouts had come to him from another 
Viking. 


Nor was Greenland the only strange 


country of which wandering Vikings 
had told Eric. - These sea robbers 
In their restless journeys in search of 
plunder were often swept out of all 
known routes by storms. More than 
one survivor of such voyages had 
spoken of having sighted a great land 
far to the westward. 


Eric was uncertain how long Green- 


land might prove a safe asylum for 
him, and he was ever eager to find 
new haunts for loot and pillage. 
So 


he decided to explore this strange 
westward country and establish a col- 
ony there. In the year 1000 A. D., or 
thereabouts, he bade his son.

bidding shores. He found them. He 
Is supposed to have, landed somewhere 
llong the southeastern New England 
oast.

o these men from the bleak north.

grapes grew everywhere. Lief, be- 
lause of the multitude of grapes, call- 
ed the country "Vinland," or "Wine- 
and."

TO JOIN THE 
PEACE FETE 


Lake Mohonk, N. Y.—At the conclu- 


eiou of the international conference 
here to arrange for a luting celebra- 
tion of the signing of the treaty of 
Ghent in 1915, at which-time one hun- 
dred years of peace between English 
speaking peoples will ha\e been com- 
pleted, the following manifesto was 
unanimously adopted b> the conferees 
and is presented to the JJiiglish speaking 
world and to those in other nations in 
terested in the 
cau.su of universal 


peace: 


Representatives 
of Great Britain, 


of Newfoundland, of the United States, 
of the Dominion of Canada, of the 
lommonwealth of Australia and of the 
municipality of Ghent, having been in 
.•onference concerning an appropriate 
:elebratlou of the centenary of the 
signing of the treaty of Ghent, which 
marked the end of the last internation- 
al war between the British and Ameri- 
can peoples, unite in offering to the 
governments and the peoples of the 
civilized world an earnest invitation to 
:ake part in making this celebration in 
every way worthy of the hundred years 
of peace that it commemorates. 


We invite such co-operation to the 


end that it may be made clear and un- 
mistakable to public opinion every- 
where that the time has come when 
nternational rivalries and differences, 
:hough numerous and severe, may be 
settled without the carnage and the 
horrors of war. Although it be unrea- 
sonable to disregard the possibility of 
conflict arising in the future out of 
mutual or partial 
misunderstanding, 


yet we gratefully recognize that the 
chances of misunderstanding 
have 


)een largely eliminated by the degree 
in which modern science has facilitat- 
ed intercourse and accelerated com- 
munication. We are therefore encour- 
aged to hope that the development of 
etters, science and the arts, of com- 
merce, industry and finance, of mutual 
snowledge, trust and good feeling on 
:he part of those who owe different 
allegiances and who speak different 
:ongues may profitably absorb the en 
ergy of mankind as well as offer op- 
portunity for the display of the noblest 
and finest traits of mind and of char- 
acter. 


Great Britain has been a colonizing 


nation, and the United States has 
drawn to the population various and 
powerful elements from different coun- 
tries and from different flags. There- 
fore a century of peace between Great 
Britain and her dominions beyond the 
seas on the one hand and the United 
States on the other hand touches di- 
rectly both the interests and the imagi- 
nation of every land to which Greal 
Britain's sons have gone as well as 
those of every nation from which the 
present day population of the United 
States has been drawn. 
Such a cele- 


bration will not only mark the close of 
a century of exceptional significance 
and importance, but it will call atten- 
tion to an example and an ideal thai 
we earnestly hope reay be followed 
and pursued in the years to come. 
What nations have done nations can do, 


We respectfully request his majesty's 


secretary of state for foreign affairs 
and the sec-retniy of state of the Unit- 
ed States to transmit this invitatioi: 
through the proper official channels to 
the governments of the world in order 
that both by the participation of gov- 
ernments and by the co-operation ol 
men of good will in every land this 
celebration may be so carried out as to 
mark not merely the close of 100 years 
of peace between English speaking 
peoples, but the opening of what we 
sincerely trust will be a fresh era of 
peace and good will between all the 
nations of the world.
